SENATOR FAULKNER'S STATEMENT 


About His Interview with the Presi- 
dent Concerning the Elections. 

Washington, November 2.—Senator Faulk- 
ner of West Virginia, chairman of the dem- 
ocratic congressional campaign committee, 
today made the following statement with 
reference to his recent call on the president 
at which the political situation was talked 
over; 

“As chairman of the congressional com- 
mittee, I called upon the president and had 
a very pleasant interview with him. Dur- 
ing that interview I. conveyed to him all 
the information that I had in reference to 
the congressional contests throughout the 
country, and the prospects of the demo- 
cratic party in the several states. Our 
conversation was confined to the outlook 
in pending congressionol elections, and I 
found the president, as always, in previo 
conversations involving the interests rs 
the democratic party, manifesting the deep- 
est concern in the information I communi- 
cated to him and in the hopes that I ex- 
pressed for our success in maintaining a 
democrotic majority in the fifty-fourth con- 
gress. He impressed me in that interview 
as having the same earnest and sincere 
interest in the results of this election whcih, 
have always characterized his utterances 
in the interest of democratic principles 
when they were on trial before the people 
of this country. He clearly indicated that 
he was satisfied with the direction given 
the campaign by the congressional commit- 
tee, in earnestly and intelligently bringing 
before the voters the results of democratic 
action in the endeavor of congress to re- 
deem democratic pledges. 

“Of course, we all recognize the fact 
because Mr. Cleveland is one who does not 
conceal from the public his maturely form- 
ed opinions, that he had hoped for the 
passage of a revenue measure more in ac- 
cordance with his views and the pledges 
of the party in its declaration at Chieago. 
But, as he already stated, what has been 
done ‘wil certainly lighten many tariff 
burdens that now rest heavily upon the 
people;’ and he seemed to fully approve 
the course of the committee in drawing the 
contrast between the onerous and burden- 
somé exaction’of the McKinley bill and the 
re -rn & ! lew; ap- 
proving fully the presentation by the.com-. 
mittee, as shown tn its campaign book, as 
well as its other literature, the-difference in 
the condition of the treasury under his 
former administration and that of his suc- 
cessor, Mr. Harrison, and the deplorable 
condition of the treasury when turned Xver 
to him by his predecessor. 

‘You can rest assured that I express my 
honest judgment when I say that from my 
conversation with the president, no man 
takes a deeper interest in the success of 
the democratic party in the present cam- 
paign and in the anxiety of the commit- 
tee to return a democratic majority to the 
fifty-fourth congress, than President Cleve- 
land.”’ 


MeKinley Spenks at Erie. 

Erie, P., November 2.—After the mid- 
night reception that followed the meéting at 
Sandusky, the McKinley special made a fly- 
ing trip to Erie, 150 miles distant, where 
it was sidetracked until daylight. At 6 
o’clock, when it was brought into the union 
depot, the whistles of scores of locomotives 
and manufacturing establishments and oth- 
er industrial establishments began by a pre- 
concerted arrangement to Set up an in- 
describable din, which continued while the 
governor breakfasted and until he reached 
the market house. In this barn-like struc- 
ture, 400x200 feet, 10,000 people were standing 
shoulder to shoulder. The audience was 
mostly composed of merchants, mechanics 
and artisans, many of the largest manu- 
factories having given their employes: a 
half holiday. 

The governor’s visit was in the especial 
interest of Matthew Griswoid, the nominee 
against “‘Honest Joe’’: Sibley. Governor Mc- 
Kinley spoke for an hour on the tariff issue, 
and while refraining from referring to Mr.’ 
Sibley by name, took: occasion to say: ‘‘The 
republican party still stands for the great 
principle of protection to American indus- 
tries.’’ 

At the conclusion of his Address, which 
was continually interrupted with applause, 
five thousand people accompanied the gov- 
ernor to the train and besieged it until his’ 
departure. .

THE ‘TICKETS BEFORE THE PEOPLE 


Are Called to Paas, 


THE CONGRESSIONAL SLATES VIEWED 


Governor Tillman Working for the Success 
of the Entire Congressional Delegation. 
Incidents of the Campaign.

Columbia, S. C., November 2.—(Special.)— 


the election next Tuesday. -That one is the 
democratic ticket with John Gary Evans, 
of Aiken county, at its head. His associates 
are D. H. Tompkins, of Edgefield, secretary 
of state; O. W. Buchanan, attorney gen- 
eral; W. T. C. Bates, treasurer; J. KE. Nor- 
ton, comptroller general; W. D. Mayfield, 
superintendent of education, and John Gary 
Watts, adjutant and inspector general. Dr. 
Sampson Pope, of Newberry, is running as 
an independent democratic .candidate for 
governor, but has no one specially allied 
with him. There is no républican state 
ticket. 

No one thinks that Dr. Pope stands any 
chance of election, and bets are offered 
freely of 2 to 1 against him, and go without 
takers. He will, however, get a respecta- 
ble vote, as numbers of anti-Tillmanites 
and all, or nearly all, of the republicans 
will vote for him. The estimates are that 
he will get from 15,000 to 30,000 votes and 
that John Gary Evans will-beat him by 
20,000 to 30,000. The doctor, huwever, says he 
will beat the “ring” 10,000 votes. Probably 
70,000 votes will be cast in the election. 

The Congressional Races, 

The results in two congressional districts 
are uncertain. In the five other districts 
there is every probability that the regular 
democratic. nominees will be elected. 

in the first district the ruce between Col- 
onel William Elliott, white . democratic 
nominee, will be the most problematical of 
all. Murray, defeated Colonel ElKott two 
years ago, but as Charleston county, with 
a large white vote, has been added to the 
district since then, Colonel Elliott would 
have fair sailing were it not for the apathy 
of the Tillmanites of his district, who seem 
in a disposition to retaliate for the opposi- 
tion of the anti-Tillmanites to Dr. J. W. 
Stokes, the democratic nominee, who is a 
Tillmanite, in the seventh district; adjoin- 
ing the first. This lessens Colonel Elliott's 
chances considerably, and State Chairman 
Irby admits that it will be' a very hard 
fight for him to win. Governor Tillman is 
lending his influence, and the chances are 
in Colonel ENiott’s favor. 

The seventh district is the only cther of 
which there is any. deubt as’ to the result. 
Dr..J. W. Stokes is the.regular democrat- 
ic nominee of the Cistrict, but the anhti- 
Tillmanites of his district are not favora- 
ble to him and are inclined te support T. 
B. Johnson, white, republi¢éan candidate 
from the district. Cal Caughman, an inde- 
pendent democrat, is also in the race, but 
he will probably get not over 100 votes. The 
chances are very much in favor of Stokes, 
ot not as much so as his friends would 
ike. 

In the third district A. C. Latimer, of 
is the democratic nominee. He 
is opposéd by H. H. Evans, independent 
democrat, and Robert Moorman, republican 
nominee, both white and both from New- 
berry. Latimer, while not popular with 
the anti-Tillmanites of his district, will 
probably get more than twice as many 
votes as both of his competitors combined. 

is vote In the election two years ago was 
8,330, against a total republican vote of 958. 

J. Stanyarne Wilson, of Spartanburg, is 
the democratic nominee in the fourth dis- 
trict. He is opposed by Lawson D. Melton, 
white, republican candidate, from Columbia. 
Wilson will probably get more than 10,000 
votes and Melton less than 2, This was 
the relative democratic and republican vote 
two years ago, and there are no indica- 
tions that there have been any material 
changes since. 

The fight in the fifth district is between 
T. J. Strait, democratic nominee; W. R. 
Davie, independent democrat, and.G. G. 
Alexander, colored, republican candidate. 
Strait polled 8,791 votes two years ago, 
against his republican antagonist’s 2,vyy. 
Davie will draw his support from Strait’s 
faction, but not sufficiently’ to materialiy 
change the result. 

In he sixth district John L. McLaurin, 
demoératic nominee to succeed himself, has 
no opposition from any source that shows 
itself, and the same thing can be sald-of: 
W. J. Talbert in the secdfid aftricr-— 

The Other Contests. 

In at least six counties in the state op- 
position tickets to. the. regular. democratic 
tickets tor county offices will bé run. These 
six are Barnwell, Berkeley, - Darlington, 
Horry, Florence and Fairfleld. In Berke- 
ley and Florence counties the: opposition 
tickets may .prevail; in the others there 
is little change. In ‘Beaufort county the 
republicans have voluntarily offered places 
on their tickets to white Tillmanite demo- 
crats, which has been accepted, and «the 
tickets so composed will probably be 
elected. ee er 

The next legislature will elect a United 
States senator to succeed Senator M. C. 
Butler. It now looks as if 102 of the 124 
representatives will vote for Governor Till- 
man, and that twenty-nine of the thirty- 
six senators will follow suit. This. will 
leave twenty-nine complimentary votes to 
be given some one else. 

The most warmly contested matter at the 
polls will be the question of calling a con- 
stitutional convention or not calling it. 
The calling of it has been ardently advo- 
cated by Governor Tillman, and he has 
used all of. his influence to have the votes 
cast that way. It is doubtful#if-he will 
succeed in his desires. State Chairman 
Irby says that he cannot°forétéll the re- 
sult, as it will be very close. Governor 
Tillman says that it is sure to be called. 

As to Dr. Pope. . 

Dr. Sampson: Pope, independent candidate 
for governor, is sending out instructions to 
his friends in every county In the state de- 
signed to prevent fraud atthe polls. The 
doctor is fighting the “ring’” lixe a Trojan.

“Along among s@uthern cities Chatta- 
nooga reports a tive improvement and 
that sales and colleetions for October have 
been better than @xpected. ‘There is no 
change in the uation at Charleston, 
where the low pricé of cotton. continues to 
have an effect, orjat Atlanta or at Jack- 
sonville, where tr@vel is heavy and the 
prcspect encouragifig; or at Birmingham, 
Ala., which contiimeg to report business 
quiet. The outloog at Memphis is less fa- 
vorable and the same.is true of Nashville, 
where payments from cotton districts are 
falling off. There is a>decrease in the vol- 
ume of trade and slower. collections are re- 
ported from Augusta and fewer goods mov- 
ing at Savannah. The volume of orders is 
smaller than expected at New Orleans and 
at Galveston trade is quiet and dull, al- 
though collections are fairly prompt.”’ 

What Dun & Co. Will Say. 

R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review of trade, 
which is issued tomorrow, will say: 

“The last week of October, with an excit- 
ing election near, cannot indicate much of 
the true condition of business, In some 
trades the season ig too far advanced for 
great activity, and in others the supposed 
effects of the voting hinder operaitons, But 
it is satisfactory that the volume of pro- 
duction is wel maintained, and in one or 
two braches increased, that no monetary 
difficulties disturb and that breadstuffs are 
a little higher, and that no material decline 
appears during the week in manufactured 
products. At present the volume of busi- 
ness transacted is, on the whole, smaller 
than last year, and mueh smaller than in 
1892. though a presidential election was then 
close at hand. Te dépressien of cotton 
and wheat, and tae partial loss of the corn 
crop, must-be reckoned important causes of 
hesitancy in retail distribution of products. 

“In the iron industry the chief activity is 
in structural works, bridg?s and other 
plates, while the demand for sheets is some- 
what diminished, bar and wire show no 
improvement and nails are weaker. The 
average of quotations for various kinds of 
iron and steel is 6 per cent lower than in 
July, 6.5 per cent higher than at the lowest 
point in April, and 20 per cent lower than 
in July. A conference of steel makers re- 
sulted in no change of policy, though pur- 
chases of English rails indicate that Ameri- 
can makers are losing part of their natural 
market. 

‘Waiting for retail trade depresses textile 
manufactures, and concessions in price 
have been made to effect large contracts. 
Otherwise the market is generally dull, 
without indications of improvement. Print 
cloths are selling at 2.75 cents for 
squares. The only announced reduction is a 
quarter of a cent in Lawrence ‘LI’ sheet- 
ings, to 4 cents. In woolens the fall and 
winter demand is disappointing, though still 
fairly large for the season, but the expected 
supplemental orders do not appear, and 
great uncertainty prevails as to spring 
goods. 

‘‘Many changes of prices are noted. Man- 
ufacturers are not disposed to produce iny, 
advance of the change on January ist, and°® 
so are buying only for current needs, and at 
the west it is complained that wool goes 
begging at prices below the parity of sim- 
ilar wool abroad, on the scoured basis; 

“The government has sustained a heavy 
deficit for the month,of October, and cus- 
toms receipts are disappointingly light. 
Otherwise money markets reflect only a 
remarkable absence of commercial demand, 
though the possible reduction of interest on 
deposits may lead to some withdrawal of 
country funds, Exports for the past four 
weeks were 16 per cent less than last year, 
while imports were 9 per cent greater. Fail- 
ures continue small, and for four weeks, 
ending October 25th, liabilities were $8,206,-

WILL RELEASE THEM. 


Nicaragua to Give the Two Americans 
Their Liberty. 

Washington, November 2.—The Nica- 
raguan government has acceded to the re- 
quest of the United States and has per- 
mitted the two exiled Americans, Willbank 
and Lampton, who were given asylum on 
board the Marblehead at Bluefields, to 
land at that port to close their personal 
affairs. Nicaragua has also guaranteed to 
grant them/full amnesty upon their agree- 
ing to respect the authority of Nicaragua - 
over the Mosquito coast. 

This action is entirely satisfactory to 
the United States, as both of these men 
were exceedingly active in the last revyo- 
lutionary council and the other acting as 
a judge under Chief Clarence. This action 
of Nicaragua ends the Mosquito incident 
and permits the last remaining American 
cruiser, Marblehead, to leave Bluefields.

Today the Season of Mourning tor 
the Dead Czar Begins. 


NIGHOLAS’S MESSAGE TO THE PRESIDENT 


And Mr, Cleveland’s Reply—Emperor W il- 
liam Addresses His Officers on Receipt 
of the News of the Czar’s Death. 


St. Petersburg, November 2.—Emperor 
Nicholas II has issued a proclamation an- 
nouncing the death of his father, Emperor 
Alexander III, and concluding as follows: 

“May we be consoled by the consciousness 
that our sorrow is the sorrow of the whole 
beloved people and may the people not 
forget that the strength and stability of 
holy Russia lies in her unity to us and her 
unbounded devotion to us. We, however, 
in this sad and solemn hour when ascending 
the ancestral throne of the Russian em- 
pire, and the czardom of Poland and grand 
duchy of Finland indissolubly connected 
therewith, we, in the presence of the Most 
High, record our solemn vow that we will 
always make our sole aim the peaceful de- 
velopment of the. power and glory of be- 
loved Russia and the happiness of our faith- 
ful subjects.” . 

The proclamation concludes by directing 
that the oath of allegiance be taken ta him, 
Emperor Nicholas II, and also to the Grand 
Duke George, his lineal successor until 
God shall vouchsafe to biess with a son 
the union into which the emperor is about 
to enter with the Princes Alix of Hesse- 
Darmstadt. 

Announcing the Accession. 

The imperial heralds, clad in brilliant uni- 
form, accompanied by trumpeters, announc- 
ed at 3 o’clock this morning the death of 
Alexander III, and the accession to ehe 
throne of Nicholas II. The heralds were es- 
corted by a military guard through the 
principal streets. The trumpeters would 
blow three blasts when the heralds would 
proclaim the death of one emperor and the 
official birth of another. This proclamation 
was made from every place of vantage on 
the route taken by the heralds. 

The accession of Grand Duke Nicholas to 
the throne is being celebrated by a festival 
today, as is customary. This function, ac- 
cording to the Russian custom, always pre- 
cedes the period of mourning, hence the 
newspapers of today’s issue appear as us- 
ual, without a sign of mourning. The pe-

How Alexander Died. 

| London, November 2-—The Daily News 
has received from its Yalta correspondent 
the following official report of Alexander 
Ill’s death: | 

“Czar Alexander’s death was a pious, de- 
vout and Christian one. He died as only a 
ture man can die, and as in life, he was 
inspired with faith, love and devotion. 
Some days ago the czar had already felt 
the approach of death and prepared him- 


out neglecting the affairs of government. 
He took communion on the $th and I7th 
of October. During the last night he was 
sleepless. In the morning he said to the 
empress: ‘I feel my life drawing to an end. 
Be composed; my mind is made up.’ Then 
he ordered all the members of his family 
to assemble around him. He asked his con- 
fessor to administer the sacrament, and 
took it with pious devotion, repeating the 
prayer distinctly and in a loud, clear voice. 
The czar was sitting in an arm chair, and 
did not, for a moment lose consciousness. 

“after the liturgy the czar sent for Fath- 
er Ivan and prayed with him. Half an hour 
later he asked Father Ivan to come again 
and he repeated with him the prayers of 
the dying. He then received extreme unc- 
tion. Father Ivan remained present till the 
ezar died. 

“‘At 2 o'clock the czar’s pulse increased 
and his eyes became brighter. A quarter of 
an hour later he let fall his head and de- 
livered his soul to the grace of the Almighty, 
bequeathing to his people the blessings of 
peace.’’ 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of The 
Daily News says it is understood that the 
body will be consecrated in Moscow and 
then conveyed to the capito! where it will 
lie in state four days. He confirms the re- 
port that Princess Alix of Hesse will return 
with her brother to remain a short time in 
Germany. In Moscow and St. Petersburg 
every precaution against nihilist demon- 
strations has been taken.

‘Washington, November 2, 1894,—His Maj- 
esty Nicholas II, Emperor of Russia, Li- 
‘vadia: I hasten to express my heartfelt 
sympathy and the sympathy of my coun- 
trymen with the royal family and: the Rus- 
sian people in their affliction by reason of 
the death of your honored father. 

“GROVER CLEVELAND.” 

The deviation from the usual custom of 
sending messages of condolence through 
the secretary of state was taken in the 
present instance, because Emperor Nicho- 
las, in notifying the president of his 
father’s death, made the notification more 
personal than official. The usual formal 
response to the government of Russia was 
embodied in a cable message sent to Mr. 
Clifton R. Breckinridge, our. minister at 
St. Petersburg, as follows: 

‘Department of State, Washington, No- 
vember 2, 1894.—Breckinridge, Minister, St. 
Petdrsburg: The president has sent to 
Livadia, in response to a telegram from 
Emperor Nicholas, a message of sincere 
regret and condolence. You will make this 
known to M. de Giers, expressing the sin- 
cere sympathy of the president and peo- 
ple of the United States witn the Russian 
people in their deep grief.

REJOICED AT THE CZAR’S DEATH. 


A Polish Leader in Chieago Refers to 
the Czar’s Death. 

Chicago, November 2.—S. IF. Adelia Sa- 
talki, president of the Polish National Alli- 
ance of America and the people’s party 
nominee in the ninth Senatorial district, who, 
as president of the alliance, represents 
about 280 societies in the United States, 
referred to the death of the czar as a re- 
lief to the people of Russia and Poland and 
to humanity in general. He considered that 
now was an opportune time for the new 
ruler of Russia to turn aside the hatred 
of millions of Russians and Polanders by 
liberating the unfortunate victims of polit- 
ical oppression from their living tombs in 
Siberia. It may not be’ Christian-like, he 
said, to gloat over the death of any one, 
but millions of men cannot help but rejoice 
at the death of this despot. As one who was 
the cause of sending thousands of human 
beings to a fate worse than death in that 
hell upon earth—Siberia~—every lover of 
freedom all the world over must rejoice at 
his death. It may be that his death means 
only a change from one despot to another, 
but every such change must be in the direc- 
tion of loosening the chains that bear so 
heavily on the people.

Penitentiary for Burning‘ Honses, 
A STORE AND GOODS ARE DESTROYED 


Whilea Barn Goes the Same Way—Quick 
Work of an Atlanta Detective, Show- 
‘ Jing What He Can Do. — :

The barns, ginhouse and carriage house 
on the old Bob Toombs plantation in Stew- 
art county have been burned. 

And the negroes, three in number, ‘have 
been arrested, tried, convicted and sent to 
to the penitentiary for a good long term of 
hard labor. The three passed through At- 
lanta yesterday. 

Between the time of the incendiary work 
and the time of transportation to the peni- 
tentiary, there was mighty little difference, 
and the quick work was due to the ability 
and quickness of one of Atlanta’s detec- 
tives. 

About a month ago Detective Bill Jones, 
known all over the south as the Swamp 
Fox of Georgia, was wired to come to. 
Lumpkin, Stewart county, at once. Mr. 
Jones knew the gentleman from whom the 
telegram came and at once started for the 
place indicated. At Lumpkin he was met 
by Mr. Dan Bradley, one of the most. suc- 
cessful and extensive planters in that sec- 
tion of the state. Mr. Bradley informed 
Mr. Jones that his barns, ginhdouses, car- 
riage house and some smaller outbuildings 
had been burned and that the storehouse of 
& merchant named Koffmar, in the same 
neighborhood, had also been destroyed 
about the same time. Mr. Bradley lived 
about sixteen miles from Lumpkin and 
after laying the case before Detective 
Jones asked him to ride home with him. 
Mr. Jones had listened attentively to the 
story of ‘the firebug’s work, and when 
Mr. Bradley asked him to return home with 
him, he declined. 

A day or two later a tramp ‘turned up 
in the neighborhood of Mr. Bradley and 
undertook the work of rebuilding his barn. 
With the tramp were two other characters 
about as tough, and no one paid any at- 
tention to them as they went on with the 
barn building. For a week or so the tramps 
worked hard af the building and then sud- 
denly everybody in the neighborhood was 
surprised to know that the boss carpenter 
had arrested two of the best known ne- 
groes in that section of the state, and they 
were charged with burning the barn and 
‘the other buildings. The negroes, known 
as Allen and Wathan Paten, had been 
raised in the locality, and no one thought 
anything wrong of them and no little in- 
dignation was manifested among the ne- 
groes when the arrests became known. The 
negroes, however, were jailed and that 
evening the boss carpenter disappeared. A 
day or two later, however, he turned up in 
the same neighborhood, bringing with him 
a negro known as Abe Crawford, who had 
been absent from that section from about 
the time the barn was burned. Crawford 
was placed in jail, and a day or two later 
the superior court convened. 

The negroes, who had been indicted by 
the grand jury, were arraigned for trial, 
and on the trial one of them, confessed the 
crime, and told how the three had done 
the work. While two of them applied the 
torch the other one, with gun in hand, 
watched the front door of Mr. Bradley’s 
residence to prevent him from coming out 
and surprising them, his instructions and 
intentions being to shoot Mr. Bradley if 
he showed up. In his confession the negro 
said that the forch had’ been applie& be- 
cause Mr. Bradley would not allow them 
money in advance of what they madg. 

One of the negroes was-;given seven 
years, and the other two got ten years 
each. All three passed through Atlanta 
yesterday on their way to the coal mines. 

The value of Mr. Bradley’s property was 
something like $18,000 to $20,000. In the car- 
riage house were his fine carriage, two 
buggies and an easy wagon, while eight 
mules and two horses were in the barn. 
None of these were saved, and the loss 
falls heavy just now.

Augusta, Ga.. November 2.—(S8pecial.)— 
News reached fhe city tonight which tells 
of a serious cutting affray that occurred 
at Jackson station, ten miles from Au- 
gusta, on the Port Royal and Augusta rail- 
way, in which two well-known young men 
were engaged in an attempt to take each 
Oother’s lives.

" ATLANTA, GA., November 2, 1804, 
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Serious Negligence Somewhere. 

It is time to call a halt in the abomil- 
nable patchwork which is now going 
on about the streets of Atlanta! In 
every part of the city where expensive 
paving has been laid by experienced 
hands, patchwork has been done to 
such an extent and in such an inetticient 
manner as to seriously impair the good 
results from Atlanta's splendid system 
of well-paved sireets. 

Whitehall street, after being paved 
from one end to the other with stone 
blocks, has been torn up so frequently 
for sewage and other pipes and for re- 
pairs on the street railroad as to have 
made it necessary to remove much of 
the original paving and restore it after 
the work for which it was taken up 
was completed. So it has been with 
other leading thoroughfares of the city, 
and there would be no cause for com- 
plaint if the paving had been restored 
in the workmanlike manner in which 
it was originally laid. Instead of this, 
however, the repairing now going on 
in the streets of Atlanta is nothing 
more than a series of miserable botches 
and the “people have a right to protest 
against it. They were taxed for first- 
class work and they got it, and it is the 
duty of the city authorities to see that 
every foot of street paving taken up is 
put back in fully as good condition as 
it was when disturbed. We do not know 
who is responsible for this, but we call 
the attention of the mayor and council 
to the fact that somebody is guilty of 
gross negligence. 

We are reliably informed—indeed we 
know such to be the case from actual 
observation—that in many places on 
the streets where blocks are taken up 
for sewer, pipe or street track work, 
after they have been placed in position 
again by incompetent hands load after 
load of surplus blocks are carted away, 
demonstrating conclusively the in- 
efficiency of the work. Every block 
taken from the street paving should be 
returned ana if any are left over, it is 
proof conclusive that the job has been 
incompetently performed. 

Recent work on Alabama street, be- 
tween Broad and Forsyth, presents a 
forcible illustration of the truth of what 
we say. The people of Atlanta who 
wish to see for themselves the lax man- 
ner in which this work is being done, 
can do so at a glance on this street. So 
far as we know not a city official has 
given a minute’s attention to this work, 
notwithstanding the fact that it is in 
the heart of the city. 

The Constitution proposes to go to 
the bottom of this matter and ff there 
is not a marked improvement at once, 
there will be a rattling of dry bones,.if 
interesting exposures of incompetency 
can induce such a manifestation. 

The Constitution deliberately makes 
this charge, and we are ready to sustain 
it with facts and figures if necessary: 


The taxpayers of the city are being im- 


posed upon every day by botch work 
on the streets, and in not one single 
instance, so far as we know, has any 
piece of repaving work been done in 
first-class style. If this state of affairs 
continues the city will find it necessary 
after awhile to go to a tremendous ex- 
pense in making repairs of its street 
paving which would be rendered entire- 
ly unnecessary if private parties and 
corporations disturbing street work 
were required to restore the paving to 
the condition in which they find it. 

This is a matter for action by the 
mayor and council, and the sooner they 
take it up the better it will be for the 
city and for all concerned. 


The Wat Waterworks Property. 

A proposition is pending before the 
council for the lease of fifty acres of 
the 300 acres of the old waterworks 
property belonging to the city, for a 
period of ten years. 

As we understand it ‘the Atlanta Trac- 
tion company will extend its lines to 
the city property and pay the city $600 
& year for ten years for the use of fifty 
acres for park purposes, provided that 
of the $600 paid ‘the city the lessee is to 
expend $400 of the amount, annually, 
in improving the leased property, 

Of course, this means that the ground 
is to be leased for ten years ‘for a 
Rominal sum, the chief consideration 
being the extension of the Traction com- 


ae _pany’s electric line to the city’s prop- 


erty. It cannot be denied that this will

There is one point, however, which 
should be carefully guarded, and ‘that 


| is the question of transportation monop- 


oly. We do not understand that the 
Traction company asks for exclusive 
privileges in the use of the ‘grounds, 
and if the lease is made, this question 
Should not admit of a doubt and the 
language of the lease should be made 
clear. 


The council should give this matter 


careful attention. It is possible that 
other companies may in time wish to 
extend their lines fo ‘the city’s property 
and they shouldl have at all times full 
and fair opportunity of doing so. 

In the meantime we trust that the 
contemplated improvement of the city’s 
property will soon be assured by the 
guarantee of the extension of an electric 
line to it, and we think that reasonable 
terms can be agreed upon which would 
insure such h improvement. 


The Congressional Campaign. 

If every democrat in every district in 
the state will turn out next Tuesday 
and vote, every democratic nominee for 
congress will be elected by a good ma- 
jority. 

Here in the fifth district the demo- 
crats propose to do their duty and give 
Colonel Livingston a big vote.

Five-Cent Cotton. 

There are symptoms going to show that 
at least a few of the business men in 
New York are beginning to realize the 
very important fact that the commercial 
and mercantile ciasses of the metropolis 
have as lively an interest in the price 
of cotton as the farmers who grow it. 
As lively an interest, if they could be 
brought to see it, and some of them 
are opening their eyes to the real facts. 

The Constitution has not heretofore 
discussed this phase of the situation. It 
has merely hinted at it and passed on 
to the discussion of the phases that 
touch our home interests.

A farmer who bought 
a ton of fertilizer last spring finds that 
he has to pay a bale of yeotton for’ it 
this fall—or he may have enough left 
over after the transactioh to buy 50 
cents worth of coffee and/A0 cents worth 
of sugar. In such a case as this, the abili- 
ty of the farmer to buy is reduced to a 
minimum. He is compelled to give the 
merchants and the storekeepers a very 
wide berth. He must reduce his ex- 
penses to fit his purse, and that means 
that he must depend wholly on the .re- 
seurces of his farm, be they much or 
little. 

The ability of the cotton growers of 
the south to buy has been cut down one- 
half. We can best illustrate the vital 
importance of this faet by putting the 
Statement in a different form. The 
amount of money that the cotton crop 
brings into the south has been reduced 
nearly one-half:in two years. We think 
any intelligent merchant can under- 
stand what that means. In order that 
there may be no mistake, let us give 
some figures authorized by Mr. Alfred 
B. Shepperson, the well-known cotton 
expert of New York. On a crop of 
9,000,000 bales the reduction of 1 cent 
a pound means a loss of $45,000,000 to 
the active business capital of the south. 
The loss to the south in the difference 
between eight-cent cotton and five-cent 
cotton is $135,000,000. .Now, if low 
prices are a blessing, low-priced cotton 
is a blessing, and the loss to the south 
of $135,000,000 in the present crop is a 
blessing. But what sensible business 
man or merchant will venture to call 
the loss of $135,000,000 in cash a bless- 
ing to the south? 

It is not a farmer’s question at all. It 
is a.business man’s question, and it 
seems to us that the time has come for 
business men to study it with a view to 
providing a remedy at once simple and 
They have been told by those 
who are interested in maintajging an 
alien standard of value, that the cause 
of the low price of cotton is overpro- 
duction. The argument sprouts rankly 
out of the rankest ignorance of the rela- 
tions between the world’s consumption 
and the annual supply. To settle this 
matter we refer the reader to the state- 
ment of Mr. Alfred. B. Shepperson, 
which we print elsewhere. The state- 
ment was made to a reporter of The 
New York Tribune, but it was not hasti- 
ly made. Mr. Shepperson is to this coun- 
try what Mr. Ellison is to Europe—the 
highest authority on cotton statistics, 
ané he cannot afford to play with 
figures or to make: careless statements. 
Mr. Shepperson declares that “the low 
prices now ruling are not due to a pres- 
ent excessive supply of cotton,” but 
even he somehow misses the prime fac- 
tor, which is this, that ten pounds of 
American cotten are worth in Liverpool 
just what the merchant there can buy 
ten pounds of cotton in India for. The 
Indian seller gets 10 cents a pound in 
silver for his cotton, and the silver will 
buy nearly as much and pay just as 
much debt as it would twenty odd years 
ago. The 5 cents the American grower 
gets will buy twice as much as it did 
twenty odd years ago, but it will pay 
no more debt, and is capable of doing 
only half as much business. 

It will be observed by referring to 
the statement made by Mr. Shepperson 
that he touches ypon a branch of the 
cotton situation that is of extreme in- 
terest to the merchants and business 
men of New York. At the lowest esti- 
mate the low price of cotton will deprive 
the business men of the south of at least 
$150,000,000 in cold cash. This means 
taking into account the pinching econo- 
my that such a loss will bring about, 
that the merchants and business men of 
the north and east will lose at least 
$200,000,000 in trade that would other- 
wise go to them from the south, 

For these and other reasons that must 
inevitably ‘suggest themselves’ to the 
intelligent mind, we insist that it is high 
time the merchants and business men 
of the country were seriously consider- 


ing the dislocation that has been | 


tion ignorantly, or with the intent of 
deceiving, affect to find compensation 
in low prices, but there is no compen- 
sation in a condition which makes larger 
and larger demands on the productive 
labor and capital of the country. 
Wherever low and falling prices pre- 
vail, there will be found business de- 
pression and stringency. Low prices, 
while they are the result of an inade- 
quate supply of money, tend to de- 
crease the amount in circulation. Men 
who receive for the product of their 
labor a sum that barely enables them 
to exist, have no money to spend be- 
yond that which will keep body. and 
soul together. | 

Our merchants and business men need 
not, at this moment, waste any sym- 
pathy on the farmer. It is true, he is 
the victim of legislative spoliation, but 
he is not the chief victim. He, at least, 
is self-sustaining. For him the gifts of 
God reside in the soil to be patiently dug 
out and applied to his own needs. But 
with the supply of active money cut 
down one half, owing to the fact that 
the cotton crop does not command it, 
what is to sustain our mercantile trade 
and business? As Whe Constitution 
remarked twelve months ago, thie con- 
ditions which the people are compelled 
to face are of the most profound im- 
portance, 
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How It Works. 
Our Business Budget, a_ leading St. 
Louis trade journal, has the following: 


A southern banker astonished a group 
of northern men by telling them that there 
are. 215 cotton factories in North and South 
Carolina. 

“You mean in the entire south,” suggest- 
ed one. 

‘“‘No,”’ said the other, “I mean in the two 
Carolinas. I know it because I had occa- 
sion to send out circulars to them recently 
and obtained a list of them. It was a reve- 
lation to me. The fact is, the census of 
1890 is already out of date, so far as south- 
ern development is concerned. In 1890 we 
had 254 cotton mills in the southern states, 
representing an investment of $61,124,096. 
Now we have 495 cotton mills costing $97,- 
000,000. This growth of manufacturing in 
the south is bringing us an influx of bank- 
ers from the north. Only a week ago I 
had an inquiry from a northwestern bank- 
er who wanted a location south where he 
could use $25,000 capital to advantage.”’ 

The publication of facts like these 
cannot fail to draw enterprise and cap- 
ital in this direction. They are a revela- 
tion to outsiders and to many of our own 
people.

The particular case cited in the suit 
for an injunction is similar to the famous 
Social Circle case. The movement is re- 
garded as certain to have much to do with 
the settlement of the rate question to south 
Atlantic perts as compared to the rates to 
Norfolk and Portsmouth. 
Just at this time the suit is full of in- 
terest to the general railroad world of the 
south and the following dispatch from 
Charleston to The Constitution will be 
widely read by the railroad men: 
The Case from Charleston. 
Charleston, 8. C., November 2.—(Special.) 
in the United States circuit ¢gourt here to- 
day proveedings were instituted which will 
do much to settle the dispute that exists 
between the south Atlantic ports and the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion a year or two ago. H. W. Belmer and 
other merchants at Summerville, which ig 
twenty-two miles north of the city, began 
proceedings before the interstate commerce 
commission against the system of roads 
running between Charleston and Memphis. 
Their special grounds of complaint were 
that the rate of freight upon hay from 
Memphis to Summerville, the shortest dis- 
tance, Was 28 cents per hundred pounds 
in car-load lets, while the rate on tho 
same class of freight from Memphis ta 
Charleston, the longer distance, was 19 
cents per hundred pounds.

In the circuit court of the United States 
for the northern district of Georgia yes-

Effects of Freedom of Divorce. 
From The Chicago Journal. 

In view of the increasing tolerance with 
which divorces are regarded in this country, 
and particularly in the west, the remark- 
able data collected, by Professor Frank 
Sargent Hoffman are not very encouraging 
for those who are looking for the dawn 
Among other things, he 
shows quite conclusively by his figures that 


‘filegitimacy increases pari passu with the 


mumber of divorces. 

In Europe, until quite recently, the Cath- 
Olic countries have conformed to the de- 
cree of the council of Trent, declaring the 
marriage vow indissoluble save through 
death. The Protestant countries long ago 
abandoned that rule, and latterly some of 
the countries in which Catholicism pre- 
dominated have followed their example. 
France, Germany, Switzerland, Austria and 
Ireland all now grant divorces, though 

ith more or less narrow restrictions. In 
the United States we find that every state 
in the union except South Carolina allows 
divorce for adultery, while most of the 
other states also grant divorces for addi- 
tional causes varying in number from one 
to thirteen. It is a remarkable fact that in 
South Carolina there has not been a single 
instance of divorce, except during what 
The New York Sun calls the “carpet-bag 
negro regime of 1872-8.” In Tennessee, on 
the other hand, the mere refusal of a wife 
to remove to another state is valid cause for 
divorce, and so in Florida is “habitual indul- 


. Bence in violent and ungovernable temper.” 


Now for the effects of this various di- 
vorce legislation: Professor Hoffman takes 
the year B86 as affording the most c¢ém- 
plete statistics and finds that in that year 
the total number of divorces granted in 
Ireland was seven; in England and Wales 
6,211; in the United States 25,535. In the case 


. Of the United States this shows an increase 


of 157 per cent over the number granted 
in 1867. Professor Hoffman believes that 
25,000 divorces were granted in 1893 in this 
country among Protestant whites alone. 

That freedom of divorce does not lend 
to raise the moral standard of society or to 
diminish the number of illegitimate Births 
is apparent from a glance at the figures. 
The percentage of illegitimate to total births 
is 1.6 in Greece, in Ireland 22.3, and in 
Russia 3.1. In Spain, Portugal and Italy 
the average is 6.1, while in France, ‘ Ger- 
many, Scotland, Sweden, Denmark and the 
United States it varies from 7 to. 11.2. Pro- 
Yessor Hoffman agrees with other high 
legal’ authorities that the possibility of ses 
curing a divorce encourages laxity in mari- 
tal relations on the part of both men and 
women who would willingly find an excuse 
even at thé, expense of character, for free- 
ing th elves from an uncongenial 
spouse |

The Question Mr. Branch Raises and 
the Opinion of Chiefs Justice, - 


WORK OF THE DAY IN THE LEGISLATURE 


Effort te Kill the Pitman Resolutions Fail, 
Some of the New Legisiation—An 
Income Tax Bill.

Is it an effort to make political capital? 

Or is the fine Italian hand of somebody 
else behind the whole matter? 

That is what the members of the house 


were asking just before adjournment, when 


Mr. Branch, of Columbia, introduced a 
resolution, which appeared on its face to 
be an attack on Attorney General Terrell} 
and the other honorable gentleman who 
has preceded him in the office he now 
holds. 

The point of attack is the payment by 
the governor to the various attorneys gen- 
eral of fees in special cases in the United 
States supreme court. 

Mr. Branch’s resolution cites paragraph 
1, sectién 10, article 6 of the constitution, 
creating the office of attorney general and 
prescribing his duties; and section 13 of the 
same article fixing the salary which con- 
tains these words: “Buf the attorney gen- 
eral shall not have any fee or perquisite in 
any cases arising after the adoption of this 
constitution;”’” then it goes on to say: 

“Whereas. in the case of the state of 
Georgia against W. S. Beresford, otherwise, 
Lacelles, in which D. B. Hamilton, attor- 
ney at law, represented Georgia in the 
supreme court of the United States, and 
the fees and expenses were paid him by 
the state; and, 

‘Whereas, J. M. Terrell, attorney general 
of the state of Georgia, was paid a fee and 
expenses in said case; and, 

“Whereas, in the case of the Columbus 
Southern railroad vs. W. A. Wright, comp 
troller general of the state of Georgia, in- 
volving the constitutionality of the law 
known as the Glenn bil’, taxing .rallroads 
by counties, in which the state was repre- 
sented by Clifford Anderson, “attorney, for 
which a fee of $6,000 was paid, or agreed 
to be paid, to said Andersen; and, 

“Wheras, J. M. Terrell, attorney general 
of the state, had not participated in the 
case in any way; and, 

“Whereas, after the case reached the 
supreme court of the United States, said 
J. M. Terrell was employed and paid a 
fee and expenses in said case: and, 

“Whereas, in other cases in which the 
state of Georgia was interested fees have 
been paid Clifford Anderson, when holding 
the office of attorney general; therefore, 
be it 

“Resolved, by the house of representa- 
tives, That J. M. Terrell, attorney general, 
is hereby requested to lay before this body 
a statement showing the amounts of 
moneys. received by himself and others 
while. holding the office of attorney gen- 
eral, in excess of $2,000, the constitutional 
salary of such office, and iegal reasons and 
autherity for receiving th: same; also give 
dates of payment.”’ 

What There Is in It. 

When asked about this matter, Attorney 
General Terrell said: “‘The whole case is 
just this: Under the opinion of. two dis- 
tinguished chief justices of ‘the supreme 
court fo Georgia the governors, since the 
adoption of the new constitution, have at 
various times employed the attorney gen- 
eral as special counsel in cases before the 
United States supreme court. Chief Jus- 
tice Bleckley and Chief Justice Jackson 
both held that to go outside of the state 
on business for the state was beyond the 
duty of the attorney general, and it has 
been the practice of these governors—Gov- 


_ ernor Stephens, Governor Colquitt, Govern- 


or McDaniel, Governor Gordon and. Goyv- 
ernor Northen—to make special contracts 
with the attorney general in special cases 
which required the appearance of an attor- 
ney before the supreme court of the United 
States. I think every attorney general 
since the adoption of the constitution has 
been so employed, except perhaps Attor- 
ney General Little, and I believe there 
were no eases in the United States court 
during his term of office. Since 1 have been 
attorney general there have been two cases 
in: which I have been so employed—the 
Beresford case and the county tax act 
case. My recollection is that I received a 
fee of 3250 and my expenses in each. case, 
and that, i am sure, is a considerabiy 
sthaller fee than would have had to be 
paid another attorney to look after the 
state’s interests in those cases. There 
are now pending two cases in the United 
States supreme court and if the governors 
of Georgia have in the past been making 
a mistake in hiring the attorney general 
as special counsel in these cases, I am 
gure Governor Atkinson would like to know 
it and so would I; but I believe that the 
opinion of Chief Justice Bleckley and Chief 
Justice Jackson will be regarded pretty 
good warrant for what has been done in 
the past.” ; 
The Opinion of the Chief Justice. 
The opinion referred to is as follows: 

“Being consulted by the Hon. Clifford 
Anderson, attorney general of Georgia, on 
the question of his right to charge fees as 
cousel for services rendered, or to be ren- 
dered, in the supreme court of the United 
States, in behalf of the state of Georgia, 
in the ergument of cases in that.court to 


which the state is @ party, I have inves- 


tigated the subject, and my opinion is as 
follows: 

‘4. The general rule is that no civil of- 
ficer is charged wi any duty which is 
to be performed beyond the limits of the 
stute. Indeed, the power to act officially 
is limited ordinarily to the territory over 
which the laws of the state operate. Grant- 
ing that official services at a place beyond 
the jurisdiction of the state cotild be re- 
quired, the requirement wovld have to be 
made in express terms by the constitution 
or gome statute. : 

“9 No such express requiremont has been 
made of the attorney. general of Georgia. 
The phrase “any court,” in the constitu- 
tional provision touching that officer, 
means any court in the state. The same 


phrase is faund in numerous sections of 


the code, among them sections 2447, 3496, 
2504, 3828 and $841, and wherever used it is 
an abbreviated form of expression for any 
court of this state. This restricted con- 
struction corresponds in spirit with what 
the supreme court has ruled on such ~ex- 
pressions as “any creditor,’ 3 Ga., 172-3; 
“all cases,” 15 Ga., 518, and “a physician,” 
17 Ga., 896. This last decision especially, 
together with what is said by the court in 
the body of the opinion, I consiaer very 
much in point. —s_.

the table by their author, Mr. Pitman, of 
Troup, who, in order to bring them before 
the house for consideration, moved their 
adoption.

Mr. Howell warmly endorsed the motion 
of Mr. Barnes to send the resolutions to 
the committee on the state of the republic. 

Mr. Pitman thought it better to have 
definite action on them soon and suggested 
that Monday be fixed as the day when they 
should be considered in the house.

Mr. Hall, of Coweta, moved to indefinitely 
postpone, in the course of his argument 
‘Stating that he believed the legislature 
had no right to instruct members of the 
ee house of congress or even the sena 
ors. ; 

Mr. Howell disagreed very forcibly with 
the gentleman from -Coweta, and made 
a strong argument in favor of sending the 
resolutions to the committee on the state 
of the republic.

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Judges and Solicitors. 

Judge Hopkins, of Thomas county, is not 
a believer in the present method of electing 
judges and solicitors general by the legisla- 
tur. He brought with him from home two 
bills providing for a change, one of them 
providing for election by the people and 
the other providing for appointment by the 
governor. The bill providing for elections 
by the people was the same as that of Mr. 
Houston, of DeKalb, which was introdyced 
the other day, and yesterday Judge Hop- 
kins introduced the other bill, which pro- 
vides for appointment by the governor. 

An Income Tax. 


Mr. Hogan, of Lincoln, introduced his 
graduated income tax bill in the house yes- 
terday morning, and it is one of the impor- 
tant measures which the finance committee 
will constder. In the last legislature he in- 
troduced a. similar bill, but it was killed by 
the committee. 
The bill provides that all persons, natural 
and artificial, all copartnerships and all es- 
tates receiving an annual net income of. 
$2,000 and upward shall be assessed for tax- 
ation on a graded scale. From $2,000 to $10,- 
000 being assessed 3 per cent; from $10,000 
to $20,000 4 per cent; from £20,000 to $40,000 6 
per cent; from $40, to $100,000 6 per cent. 
The funds to be derived from this bill are 
to go to the common school fund. 
Election Legislation. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd county, is the author 
of a joint resolution which was introduced 
yesterday, providing for a joint committee 
of five from the house and three from the 
senate to draft a bill which will bring about 
the consolidation of the elections in the 
state so that they shall all be held as néar- 
ly as practicable on the same day. 
Another bill bearing on the same subject 
is Mr. Awtry'’s, which provides that when 
the justice of the peace shall not be pres- 
ent to open the polls the lawful constable 
of the district shall swear in some one to 
act as manager, and that the manager 
shall appoint two frecholders, one from 
each or every political party having a tick- 
et in-the field, who shall act with this man- 
ager as the board of managers. The ordi-

Alex Carr Exhibited Not the Slight-. 
est Trace of Emotion. 


JUDGE GLARK’S CHARGE AN ABLE ONE 


The Speeches Yesterday Were Made by 
Colonel Arnold and Solicitor Hill. 
The Solicitor Superbly Eloquent. 


After a trial of five days and speeches by 
five able attorneys, the jury in the Carr 
ease, shortly after 5 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon, brought in a verdict of guilty. 

Still sitting in the same strained posture 
and staring in the same set way, Alex Carr, 
murderer and alleged lunatic, apparently 
emotionless, listened to the words that con- 
victed him. Not a feature of his counte- 
mance changed as-the verdict that marks 
him a red-handed murderer and willful as- 
sassin, responsible in law, was read by 
Judge James Anderson. 

It was-an ordeal that an ordinary man 
under ordinary circumstances, would have. 
succumbed to. 

If there remains in Carr's mind the least 
light of reason, the manner in which he 
passed through the trying moment was re- 
markable. It was a scene that has never 
been parelleled in criminal history’s annals, 
and one which was intensified to peculiar 
solemnity by the quick autumn dusk that 
had lent a semi-veil to the unfortunate 
man’s possible feelings. The early darkness 
made the lighting of the gas necessary, and 
the insufficient rays threw upon those 1n 
the courtroom a dimmish light of soft, duli 
red; reflected thus upon the down-turned 
face of Alex Carr, a flush indicative of 
emotion, might easily have crept unnoticed 
into his pale, rigid face. 

\’ As it was, though, every eye in the court 
Was watching him with keenest motive and 
most searching look,’ the nervous move- 
ments of his hands, increased in nervous- 
ness, were all left to judge his feelings by. 

With the other two men—John Carr and 
B. E. Bailey—it was different. Still un- 
touched by insanity’s taint, John Carr, his 
deep set, snappy eyes, filled with a haunt- 
ing, hunted look, moved rapidly from side 
There was that indefinable indi- 
cation of fear in them that made him in- 
capable of looking for any length of time 
at anything or anybody. The muscles of 
his cheeks were rigid because of his close- 
clenched\yeeth. He alternately clasped his 
hands together and then rested them on the 
arms of the chair, always leaning well for- 
ward in the attitude of a man who feels an 
interest that would overstep patience and 
demand an instant answer to his doubly 
perturbed disquietude. 

As if he would frown down the dreadful 
verdict and beat back public opinion into at 
least momentary submission, Benjamin E. 
Bailey, the alleged co-conspirator, defiantly 
stared at the jurors as they took their seats 
in the jury box. In less than many sec- 
onds the foreboding frown, at first natural, 
took on a strained appearance and gradual- | 
ly gave way to a look of keen anxiety, not 
altogether free from an appearance of ex- 
treme solicitude. lf fatred could be vented 
through the eye upon the heads of men 
Bailey’s vengeful look has set a seal upon 
those who crossed his harmful hopes of 
freedom. The spirit arousel in him by that 
verdict of the jury was, to all appearances, 
not that of fear, but of antagonism. 

The three men, so widely different, save 
where they meet on the common plane of 
defendants and alleged accomplices, as 
they sat under the curious and inquisitive 
glances of the audience of spectators, made 
a picture to which is always invoked the at- 
tention of the never present master artist. 

When the verdict was read, one by one 
the names of the jurors were called, and 
Judge Clark asked each if the verdict was 
his, and every time the answer was in the 
affirmative. Throughout this procedure, as 
each juror would rise, John Carr locked at 
him almost hopefully, as if there was still 
a straw at which he might clutch, but for 
every asking of the question came the same 
answer, until the last monctonous reply 
was given; then this anxiously hopeful 
look gave way to other thoughts that fail 
of description—thoughts, perhaps, of a fu- 
ture trial. 


_IT WAS A LONG SESSION. 


From 9 O’clock Until 2 Judge Clark 
Held Before Adjourning. 

When court was ready for work yester- 
day morning; betore commencing his 
speech, Colonel Arnold called * Judge 
Clark’s attention to the condition of ‘Carr. 
Colonel Arnold stated to Judge Clark that 
Carr’s father had wid him Alex. Carr 
Was very weak and as his counsel he would 
ask that some relief might be afforded. 
Upon this statement Judge Clark permitted 
Alex Carr to be taken to the prisoners’ 
room, where he reclined on a bench and 
apparently slept for some hours. | 

The: speech of Gelonel Arnold was one 


that made a strong impression. It was ex- 
tremely logical and embraced every feat- 
ure of the case and handled every witness 
that had testified and the testimony given 
in, in a comprehensive and fair manner. 
In his argument for his client Colonel Ar- 
nold said that he did not know but that 
the state's counse) was correct in assum- 
ing that there was a conspiracy in which 
Alex Carr, from his inferior intellect and 
weak and vacillating mind, was made the 
tool of Carr and Bailey; that might be, 
gaid Colonel Arnold, but it was his gen- 
wine and horiest belief that in a moment 
of insanity, and while laboring under an 
insane delusion, Alex Carr, of‘his own 
accord, unable to “6vercome this terrible 
lapse of reasqn, fired the five fatal shots. 
Colonel Arnold spoke of the expert tes- 
timony and was particularly severe with 
Dr. J. J. Knott. He said that the prepon- 
derance of evidence was with the defendant 
and that he proposed to let it stand for 


the consideration of the jury. He wanted 
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were not brought into court to testify. 
Then Colonel Arnold took up the testimony 
of all the witnesses for the state and han- 
died them gloves off. He mentioned the 
Force case, saying that Captain Ellis had 
stressed the fact that Carr kad been tried, 
not on a special plea, but on a plea of 
not guilty to the general issue: He said 
that Miss Force, though sha had been 
found insane, was forced to trial in the 
state courts. , 

He paid his respects to Judge Anderson, 
saying that the judge has defended a man 
who had shot another one down from be- 
hind, despite the fact that the victim had 
apologized and offered to make any sort 
of amends. .He said that Judge Anderson 
had also defended a man. who killed an- 
other and finally got his pardon on the 
ground that he had a sore leg; that this 
same man had caused the ruin of a family 
and the suicide of a woman; that this man 
was Whitlock—Judge Anderson having ask- 
ed who he was.: 

In concluding his speech Colonel Arnold 
quoted the speech of Portia, in the ‘‘Mer- 
chant of Venice.” The argument of Coi- 
onel Arnold was a splendid effort and was 
‘only surpassed by that of Solicitor Hill. 
Preparing for a Long Morning Session. 


Colonel Arnold’s speech, which was nec- 
essarily lengthy, as it was exceedingly 
thorough, occupied three hours and it was 
just noon when he seated himself. 

Judge Clark directed the jury to retire, 
and then asked for Solicitor Hill. In the 
meantime the sheriff stated that he had 
some mail for the jurors; neither side ob- 
jecting, it was turned over to them. Judge 
Clark, as soon as the jury returned, an- 
nounced that he would hold court until 
Solicitor Hill could make his speech and 
then would adjourn until 3:30 o’¢lock, when 
he would charge the jury. 

It was a few minutes after 12 o’clock 
when the solicitor stood before the jury 
about to begin one of the ablest speeches 
he has ever made. 
that he had the kindest feeling for both 
Colone) Arnold and young Mr. Arnold— 
that .t was a feeling which made him ad- 
mire ang love them. He ‘stated that he 
would not intentionally 1 
word to hurt the feelings of either of them 
or of any witness or of any one connected 
With the case, 

“i shall,"’ said Solicitor Hill, vehemently, 
“express my cpinion fully, freely and frank- 
ly, without regard to who it touches. I 
want to say, as I have always believed, 
that my you®g friend, Arnold is the bright- 
est of all the young lawyers. In this in- 
stance, 1 am sorry to see, he has assumed 
the role of a legal demagogue. He said that 
Judge Anderson, than whom there is not a 
kinder-hearted man, wanted a victim—that 
I did. He sought to flatter you and to prej- 
udice you, but his flattery was so gross 
that it must have fallen still-born before 
twelve such men. He told you that I would 
try to take you with me in my argument, 
but that while I might carry some men 
along with my argument, that I couldn’t 
take you. I seek to carry no’ jury, nor do 1 
persuade them by flattery. 

“I do not flatter you when I e@all you hon- 
est men, for you are sworn to do your duty 
and render justice. ; 

“I want to dispose of two or three mat- 
ters that have been misrepresented. Colo- 
nel Arnold told you that you could bring 
in a verdict of lunacy; this ‘is impossible. 
You must find the defendant either guilty 
or not guilty. This defendant could have 
had a special trial on the issue of lunacy 
if the counsel had so desired. But no, they 
plead not guilty and imix the insanity plea 
in with the other defense. 

“They have put their case, gentlemen, on 
the issue that Carr was insane at the time 
of the killing—that he Knew no difference 
between right and wrong when he shot 
down an innocent, peaceable man from be- 
hind. If you find him guilty, gentlemen, 
the defense can still have another trial. 
They can-make a motion for a new trial, 
or take the Case to the supreme court. If 
they fail in this they can still put him on 
trial on the special plea of insanity at the 
present time, and thus, perhaps, find him 
a place in the asylum until the legislature 
frees him. But if you find him not guiity, 
gentlemen, you have before you the specta- 
cle of the state standing with tied and 
helpless hands, while Alex Carr goes free. 

To Establish His Sanity. 


“I undertake, in calm, clear logic, to es- 
tablish the fact that he was sane at the 
time of the killing. But before I go further 
I want to say that I feel nothing but sym- 
pathy and sorrow for the father of the de- 
tendant. I pity him for the use to which 
he was put. 

“There is another matter I want to dis- 
pose of here, also. Goth my brother Ar- 
nolds have spoken with regard to Judge 
Anderson’s connection with the Meehan 
case. Judge Anderson is a man of convic- 
tion. This man who was killed by Meehan 
invaded the sanctity ef his home and in- 
sulted the mother of his children, the wife 
of his bosom, by Gebasing propositions. 1 
maintained at the trial that the killing was 
not just-fiable in law, but Judge Anderson 
appealed to 2 higher law. 


Only Two Inflicted with Insanity. 


“I am going to show you, gentlemen, that 
there are only two in this case inhiicted 
with an insane delusion—and there they 
sit. (Pointing to Colonel Arnold and Mr. 
Reuben Arnold.) They come into this court- 
house with proof that a jury of children 
would scorn and reject. 

“Let us take up this idiot, Alex Carr— 
for that’s what his own side calls him. 
Wherever we find him he is at the top— 
this idiot. He was the leader of the con- 
Spiracy, too, and it was Alex Carr who 
bought the cartridges—always in the front. 
When John Wimpy wanted a skilled ma- 
chinist and mechanic to work his mine, 
who was recommended to him? Alex Carr 
by the man Smith. John Wimpy saw him 
and was so much impressed by him that 
he made him paymaster and put him in 
charge of.the men at the mine. Yet all this 
time he was a poor idiot. 


Disproving Alex Carr's Idiocy. 


“Now let’s see how that turned out. 
When in April the mine went into the 
hands of a receiver, where did the idiot 


} Carr come out? Why he owned the ma- 


chinery and left Wimpy holding the bag. 
He is the first man that ever got the best 
of Wimpy in a bargain. 

“There is another matter in which Wimpy 
and Carr are connected, and which the 
defendant’s counsel dwelt upon. It was 
testified to that Alex Carr got under an 
insane delusion and wanted to kill John A. 
Cantrell. Now let’s see what the real facts 
are in the matter and determine if there 
was any’insane delusion. 

“Wimpy himself testified that Cantrell 
had told him Carr was mismanaging the 
affairs of the mine and Wimpy had come 
to see about it. It was after learning of 
Cantrell’s statement to Wimpy that Carr 
said that he was trying to undermine him. 
He just simply got angry and said that he 
was going to cut Cantrell’s heart out. All 
that incident shows is that Carr was a 
man who got mad very quickly and who 
had a violent temper.

Then 
there was something else that Matthews 
said Carr was crazy about. He said that 
Carr asked him to make out the pay roll— 
for that’s what we usually call the time 
book—and that he would look after paying 
the men. Matthews said that he made it 
out and gave it to Carr and that Carr 
said it wasn’t any good and that this oc- 
curred until the fourth time, when Carr 
said it was all right. Now this witness 
said’ that he made out all the pay rolls 
just alike, but I'll tell you Alex Carr got 
just what he wanted and that witness 
didn’t make the pay rolls out just alike.

Now what did Sanders say Carr was 
crazy about. He said that one night Carr 
accused him of taking a pair of drawers. 
Then another reason was that Carr made 
him figure at night to see if some of the 
men didn’t get more wood than they should;

The Two Female Witnesses. 
Mrs. Silvey, who lived near the Carrs, 
was a witness—she was a jimdandy. She 


knew he was crazy, too. She had seen him. 


tear up a pair of pants and a dog. Gentle- 
men, this is preposterous—tear up 4 dog. 
Why, Sandow couldn’t do it. 

Mrs. Eddleman, with whom Carr boarded 
for ten months, was another witness. She 
said that Carr was crazy. On the direct 
examination she said that Carr frightened 
her children and run her boarderg away. 
I asked her why she didn’t make him stop 
boarding with her if he frightened her 
children. She said that he nearly frighten- 
ed her children. Then I asked her why she 
let him stay and run the other boarders 
away; she said he nearly run them away. 
She wound up by saying that he was al- 
Ways polite and nice. 

Paddy Ryan Gets a Roasting. 

“Now we have the witness wkmo had to 
be put up twice to swear once. He was 
the man that worked in the box factory 
with Carr and that tried to get Carr to 
stop driving fifty, sixty.or a hundred nails 
in a box. He said the only way that. hea 
could stop him was to fight him and that 
Carr ran away and never came back. Well, 
if there is one man that Carr ought to hate 
or have delusions against or kill, it is Pad- 
dy Ryan. But the next time we find Ryan 
he and Carr are together in Anniston at 
work and Ryan quits one boarding house 
to go and room with Carr. 

“It’s there that Carr does something that 
Ryan says made him think Carr was crazy. 
Carr and Ryan went into a barroom and 
got drinks that Carr was to pay for. They 
went out and Carr didn’t pay; they did this 
twice, and on the second trip the barkeeper 
said that Carr shouldn’t come around again. 
Crazy—it was a case of dead beat, out and 


out. 


“Pr sked Ryan if he had talked with Mr. 
Arnold or Colonel Arnold between one day 
and the next and he said that there was 
no reason that he knew it by heart. That’s 
the sort of witness Paddy Ryan was.” 

Solicitor Hill then took up the witnes; 
Sewell, who had said Carr had told him 
that the stars were people and that we were 
stars to them. The fact about this, said 
the solicitor, was that Carr had learned a 
little about astronomy and told Sewell that 
the stars had people on them and that the 
earth was a star to them. It didn’t take 
him long to get it mixed up and eall Carr 
crazy, said the solicitor. He said that the 
defense had asked why A. A. DeLgoach, 
who owned the shops, was not introduced 
to prove Carr’s sanity. The solicitor said 
that for the first time he had discovered 
that Mr. DeLoach’s name was one of those 
attached to the true bill against Carr as a 
grand juror. Solicitor Hill also commented 
on the testimony of J. M. Liddell and Co}- 
onel G. H. Jones. 

Speaking of B. 
Alex Carr, he said: 

“IT am moved to pity for the father of 
Alex Carr. He swore cn the stand that his 
own father was a fool, and swore it to 
save his son. Then what did my young 
friend Arnold say to him? He's a gilt- 
edged actor, is my friend Arnold, the young- 
er.

JUDGE CLARK CHARGES THE JURY. 


It Was Remarkably Concise and Cov- 
ered Every Point in the Case. 

At 5:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
courtroom was fairiy jammed and packec 
by those who wanted to hear the charge ot 
Judge Clark. « 

lt was a little later than this hour when 
he begun, He referred to some notes tnat 
he had, but the reference was seidom. 

He charged aj follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Jury—The grand jury 
of the county has tound a bill of indictment 
ugainst Alexander Carr and John Carr and 
B. i. Bailey tor the murder of H. O. King. 
Alexander Carr alone has .been on trial be- 
fore you, and he has plead not guilty to 
the bill of indictment. 

“The first thing that it is necessary for 
a jury to keTOw in the trial of a criminal] 
case is wat is the law that the defendant 
is char with having violated, and mur- 
der being that charge, 1 will read to you 
what our definition of murder is: 

“*Murder is the unlawtul killing of a 
human being, in the peace of the state, by 
a person of sound memory and discretion, 
with malice aforethough, either express or 
implied.’ 

“You will observe from the definition that 
the first necessary element in murder is 
that a person must be of sound memory 
and discretion in order to be convicted of 
the crime, and then that he must commit 
the homicide or the Killing with malice 
aforethought; and that of malice afore- 
thought there are two sorts, express or im- 
plied. Our law then goes on to define what 
express malice is and what implied malice 
is, and it says: : 

‘**Express malice is that deliberate ia- 
tention unlawfully to take away the life 
of a fellow creature which is manifested by 
external circumstances capable of proof.’ 

“Hence, if you shall believe that H. O. 
King was killed by this defendant, then 
it will be for you to say whether there 
was express malice, and that is, as I 
said, ‘the deliberate intention unlawfully 
to take away the life of a fellow creature, 
manifested by external circumstances capa- 
ble of proof,’ Are there any external cir- 
cumstances proven before you that go in 
your judgment to estabilsh express malice? 
‘External circumstances’ are those cir- 
cumstances disconnected and outside, but 
accompanying the act of killing. Our law 
then says: 

‘**Malice shall be implied where no con- 
siderable provocation appears, and where 
all the circumstances of the killing show 
an abandoned and malignant heart.’ 


Malice, Expressed or Implie4a. 

“As in many instances of murder there 
are no external circumstances capable of 
proof, the law under certain circumstances 
implies the malice, and that -is where ‘no 
considerable provocation appears and 
where all the circumstances of the killing 
show an abandoned and malignant heart.’

‘* ‘In all eases of voluntary manslaughter 
there must be some actual assault upon the 
person killing, or an attempt by the person 
killed to commit a serious personal injury 
on the person killing, or other equivalent 
circumstances to justify the excitement of 
passion and to exclude all idea of delibera- 
tion or malice, either express or implied. 
Provocation by words, threats, menaces or 

-contemptuous gestures shail in no case be 
sufficient to free the person killing from 
the guilt and crime of murder. The killing 
mftist be the result of that sudden, violent 
impulse of passion, supposed to be irre- 
sistible; for if there should have been an 
interval between the assault or provocation 
given and the homicide, sufficient for the 
voice of reason and humanity to be heard, 
the killing shall be attributed to deliberate 
revenge and be punished as murder.’ 

“Now, after I have read to you what 
murder is, what express malice is, and 
what implied malice is, and what voluntary 
manslaughter is, do you believe from the 
evidence that the case makes a case of 
murder; and if you should believe so, and 
believe beyond a reasonable doubt, it would 
be your duty to find the defendant guilty, 
unless, as I said, there is some other de- 
fense in the case which, under the evidence 
and the law I give you in charge applicable 
to it, you should consider available.. 

“The defendant here, gentlemen, sets up 
in his defense, which is allowed to be 
pleaded under the general issue of guilty 
or not guilty, that he was insane at the 
time of the commission of the act; and if 
under the evidence it was a genuine case 
of insanity at the time he committed the 
act, he would be excused in the law, but if 
it was not he would not be excused. 

Two Kinds in This Case. 

“There are in this case two kinds of in- 
sanity, gentlemen of the jury. One is that 
which existed at the time of the killing, 
and the other is that which comes subse- 
quently to the killing—that a man has be- 
come insane since the killing. If a man 
was sane?’ at the time of the killing and 
he subsequently becomes insane the law 
prescribes how he shail be tried, or what 
remedy. he shall have for that subsequent 
insanity, and provides that whenever the 
plea of insanity is filed, it shall be the duty 
ot the court to cause an issue on that 
plea to ‘be first tried by a special jury, 
and if found to be true the court shall 
order the defendant to be delivered to the 
superintendent of the asylum, there to re- 
‘main until discharged by the general as- 
sembly. That is, as I stated to you, where 
the insanity is subsequent "to the killing, 
and where there is no defense that the de- 
fendant was insane at the time. If a case 
should occur (as this is claimed to be) 
where the party was insane at the time, 
and that the insanity continued until he is 
insane now, I see no obstacle in the law 
why his counsel should not go to trial on 
the main issue; and if he can prove that 
the defendant was insane at the time of 
the act, although he might be insane at 
this time, and that is the sort of casSe you 
have been trying, where it is maintained 
that the defendant is insane now, and also 
that he was insane at the time of the com- 
mission of the act, and therefore that«he is 
not responsibie to the law for that com- 
mission. 

Explains What Is Insanity. 

“That makes it necessary, gentlemen of 
the jury, that I shall explain to you what 
is insanity and the law that relates to it. 
Insanity is where there is a total or partial 
impairment of the intellect, and to such 
an cxtent that the person who is thus af- 
fected does not know the difference between 
right and wrong as to the act that he is 
committing. There are many varieties of 
insanity. In the first place we have the 
monomania, that is where a person is in- 
Sane upon some particular subject, some 
one subject, while he is sane as to all 
Others, and ¢hat is why it is called mono- 
mania: and for one person to come under 
that head that must be his condition. Then 
there is a general insanity. That is where 
the every condition of the mind or intel- 
lect of the person is involved. You see 
there is monomania on one side, where he 
is only insane on a particular subject, and 
there is the general insanity, where he is 
insane.on any and every subject, with per- 
haps that glimmering of intellect or show 
of intellect which hardly any condition of 
the mind is without. Then we have the 
lunatic or insane man who is insane, but 
who has lucid intervals. It has been de- 
veloped that a man may be insane in 
general, as I have charged you about, and 
yet at particular times he may have what 
the law calls a lucid interval when the 
light of his intellect returns to him, and 
when during that interval his mind acts 
just as though he never had been insane. 

Where a Person Is Generally Sane. 

“Then there is another form of insanity, 
and that is where a person is generally 
sane, his mind as a general rule is sound, 
but he has spells of insanity. There are 
times when he is insane. You observe that 
the difference between one who has lucid 
intervals, the general condition is that of 
insanity, but where one has spells of in- 
sanity the general condition is that of 
sanity. If you should believe that from 
the evidence in this case this defendant 
comes under that head, why then you 
should bear it in mind, and I will charge 
you upon what I deem the law to be in 
such a case as that. Now, in reference to 
all these forms of insanity, whether mono- 
mania, general insanity, insanity with lu- 
cid intervals, or general insanity with 
spells of insanity, all are liable in the 
progress of time to get worse and to fall 
into what the doctors call dementia. In- 
sanity of any kind is progressive in its 
nature, and while some or a few patients 
may recover; the general rule is that it 
progresses until there is what the doctors 
call dementia; and gencral insanity, in 
which the patient lapses into some condi- 
tion like that of stupor, and during which 
time his mind gets weaker, his body gets 
weaker, and which may end in death 

Idiocy and Imbecility. 

“There is another species of weakness of 
mind that does not belong to the order of 
insanity, although it affects the mind simi- 
larly. That is what is called idiocy. Idiots 
are generally born idiots and sometimes 
their mind is almost a blank. There is 
hardly any condition of the unsound mind 
that there is not some little light, some 
little flickering of light, but idiocy ap- 
proaches nearest to a perfect blank of 
any form of disease of the mind. 

“Then another form of weak mind in 
which the person would not be responsible, 
perhaps, for his crime is what we call im- 
becility; that is, what comes from disease 
or from advanced age. There is a pre- 
existing physical cause for that. So, now, 
I have given you all these different forms 
of insanity -to better enable you to deter- 
mine what phase of it has afflicted this 
man, if any phase has. Therefore, if you 
shoula believe from the evidence, as [ 
said to you just now, that this man was 
generally sane, could be classified or classed 
rather with the common run of common 
intellects. but that he was subject to spells 
of insanity; if you should believe that then 
you will have reference to that in the 
charge which I shall give you. 

Condition of Carr's Mind, 

“The question for you to determine then 
in this case is what was the condition of 
defendant’s mind at the time of the homi- 
cide. You will observe everything rests 
and depends upon that, and is to turn upon 
that. Now, if you shall believe that he is 
insane at-this time, and that he once had 
insanity of mind of this character, and 
that it has gone on until it has descended 
into dementia, that would not excuse him 
for this crime, provided he was not : 
under a delusion produced by his speils of 
insanity at the time he committed the act. 
Now, how are you to determine that? In 
determining that you must have reference 
to the rule of law that governs it, and 
that rule of law is that the law presumes 
every man to be of sane or sound mind, 
and that when a man is charged with a 
crime ,the law considers him in that con- 
dition, and the duty devolves 


remove that presumption of 


“Now, I will read to you what is volun- 


the. 


who was subject to spells of insanity, it 
would not b= necessary for you to pursue 
your investigation any further to decide 
+that he was a man of sound mind at that 
time; but if you should decide otherwise, 
then it is his duty, the burden is upon him 
from the evidence, to satisfy you that at 
that time he was acting under these spells, 
which you may consider spells of insanity, 
according to the definition I have given you 
of insanity. How is that to be done? How 
is that presumption to be remov 

course it is to be by evidence; and then 
what is the quality and nature of that 
evidence? It must be so strong as to re- 
move the presumption the law puts upon 
it. If it is not strong enough for that, 
then the defense of insanity would fail. 
lf strong enough, why then it would be 
effectual, if you believe that he was insane 
from these spells at the time the act was 


committed. 
To Kkebut This Presumption. 


“Well, now, the evidence that is to rebut 
this presumption must be strong enough 


for you tobelive that he was insane at 


that time, such as 1 have stated to you, 
to a reasonable and moral certainty. Now, 
as, I said to you, it is arrived at by the 
evidence for and the 
against what is claimed to be 
truth of the matter. Then it becomes my 
duty to charge you upon how you are to 
deal with the conflict 
the evidence is conflicting, then you must 
find, according to the 
preponderance of the e 


the. greater 
saan the side of insanity. If he does not 
do that, of course the plean of insanity as 
an excuse for the crime would fail. Thei 
you have heard, gentlemen of the jury, the 
evidence in the case and apply the law 
that 1 have given you in charge to it, and 
see whether he has removed that pre- 
sumption to a reasonable and moral cer- 
tainty, and whether there is a conflict in 
the evidence, yet the greater weight of the 
evidence is on the side of the insanity, and 
that you are to give effect to it on that 
account, notwithstanding that there is a 
conflict in the evidence. 

“The evidence in almost all closely con- 
tested cases is conflicting, and the ujry 
has to discriminate between the evidence, 
and where fhey are allowed to find (as I 
maintain you are in this case), according 
to the greater weight or preponderance of 
the evidence, to find in favor if the de- 
fendant as being insane at the time it 
must be on his side. 

‘‘Bvidence is adduced in this case as to 
two periods of insanity. One at’ ‘the time 
of the killing, and which is maintained 
preceded the killing, and existed at the 
time; and one that the defendant is in- 
sane at this time. You are restricted to 
the insanity at the time or the killing in 
order to excuse the defendant from the 
consequences of his act. But his condition 
now and since the killing is to throw light 
upon the condition of his mind at the time 
of the killing, and that is all that it Is 
available for, because riothing can avail 
him as to his insanity pure and simple at 
this time, but a plea of insanity under the 
statute I have read to you. 

Important Facts for Elucidation. 


“The counsel for the defendant claims 
that the defendant’s mind was unsound 
for many -years before the tragedy, was 
so at the time, and kept getting worse 
until now it has finally settled into perpet- 
ual demenia. That, gentlemen of the jury, 
I consider as an important fact for eluci- 
dation in this case, whether defendant’s 
condition is dementia, that last stage of 
insanity, beginning, if you- please, in light 
insanity, proceeding to heavier and finally 
resulting in the condition of dementia, and 
dementia so far as I know is generally pe® 
petual. Do you believe from the evidence 
in this case that this defendant is at this 


time a sufferer from perpetual dementia? 


if you do, then you may take and put the 
other evidence to it as to his career and 
conduct, and the evidence he has given of 
his intellect during his entire life, and 
see if they would legitimately progress to 
this condition of his mind; and if you 
would so believe, why then it is a circum- 
stance upon which you may find that the 
defendant was so at the time of the com- 
mission of this act insane. 
Condition of Defendant’s Mind. 

“In order to come to a correct conclusion, 
as I said before, you should first settle in 
your minds the condition of defendant’s 
mind at the time of the homicide. Now, 
shut out everything that transpired before 
except the fact that there is evidence bhe- 
fore you that he was—if you shguld believe 
that there was such evidence—that he was 
subject to occasional aberrations of mind, 
and what you may consider aberrations. of 
mind, having respect to that, then I call 
your attentior to what transpired just be- 
fore the killing on theamorning of the xill- 
ing, and just after the killing of King. Do 
the actions that this defendant took, do the 
words he uttered show that he was a ra- 
tional man at that time? Or do the acts 
that he did and the words that he uttered, 
show that he was an irrational man at that 
time, that if he ever was arflicted with 
spells of insanity that it was then present 
with him? That is something that 1s most 
important for you to consider in this case, 
because, although he may have been sub- 
ject to these spells of insanity, yet if he 
was sane at the time he would be responsi- 
ble for his act. Therefore, Il consider in 
this case that much depends upon what you 
may judge to have been his words and ac- 
tions on that morning, as to whether they 
demonstrate the actions of a rational mind 
or of an irrational mind; and if you should 
determine that it was a rational mind— 
that the acts that he did were the acts of a 
rational mind, then you would be authorized 
to find him guilty of this crime, notwith- 
standing he may have been at some time 
insane, and may have become since more 
insane, bearing in mind, gentlemen, what 
I have charged you before, that you are to 
consider, if you consider his present condi- 
tion genuine, as also a circumstance to 
throw light upon the condition of his mind 
before the tragedy and at the time of the 
tragedy. 

Testimony Regarding Insanity. 

“T will now state to you, gentlemen of 
the jury, for it may be enlightening to you 
as to what is the law that authorizes the 
introduction of witnesses on the point of 
insanity as has been in this case. In the 
first place, a person not considered an ex- 
pert may give any fact in evidences of 
insanity, and then upon those facts of evi- 
dences of insanity he gives, he may give 
his opinion as to whether the party was 
insane at the particular time or not, and 
then the jury is to judge, so far as that is 
concerned, make up their judgment upon 
that. Then there is tne evidence of what 
is called experts. Physicians come under 
the head of experts, regular graduated doc- 
tors. Men who have made imsanity their 
study come under the head of experts, 
and an expert is allowed a larger hberity 
than is @ man who is not one, and he may 
give his opinion of the condition of a 
man’s mind without stating the facts upon 
which they are given, or he may state the 
facts in support of his opinion. In the one 
case the man who is not an expert must 
give the facts first and then his opinion. 
in the other case the expert may give his 
opinion first, and then, if necessary, state 
tne facts upon which his opinion 1s founded. 
But after all, gentlemen of the jury, the 
testimony of an expert, or the testimony 
of one not an expert, is for the jury to 
weigh and to consider as he wouid consider 
and weigh the evidence of any other wit- 
ness in a case, and from all you are to 
make up your mind from all the evidence 
in the case that you believe, and upon that 
come to your conclusion as to what is the 
truth of the case. 

Our Test in Georgia. 

“Now, I come to what is our test in Geor- 
gia that has been so often pronounced by 
our supreme court, and that is, if you be- 
lieve from the evidence, that this defendant 
had sufficient mind to distinguish between 
the right and the wrong of what he was 
doing, then you would consider that he was 
sane, unless he was laboring under some 
special delusion, which delusion so took pos- 
session of him that he was unable to dis- 
criminate between the right and the wrong 
and to carry out the right, although he 
might have known it to be right. Now, 
apply that rule I have given you in charge 
to this case, and see to what conclusion it 

rings your minds. Take the evidence of 
all as given to you, and as I have uested 
you apply it, and see whether at that time 
his mind was in the condition, that he was 
able to distinguish between right and 
wrong, or that there was no present delu- 
sion that obscured his judgment or knowl- 
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accessories 
procured, counseled and advised this man 
to commit this crime. Upon that point I 
charge you that if you should believe that 
he was insane so as to excuse him for 
crime, ee Bee law I have given you in 
charge, that was operated upon and 
the act to be done was procured by other 
persons, would not diminish or detract from 
his right of defense of being insane, be- 
cause for the obvious reason that a man 
whose mind is in that condition may be 
more liable to be acted upon than a man 
who is ordinarily sound in his mind. 
“Now, gentlemen of the jury, that is the 
law that I have given you in charge as to 
the crime. It is the law I have given you in 
charge as to one, 4 and insanity; the law 
I have given you in charge as to the two 
different kinds of evidence and how you are 
to use it, and how you will apply it all and 


‘see to what conclusion it brings your mind; 


and if it brings your mind to the conclusion 
that this defendant is guilty of this crime, 
and guilty beyond a reasonable doubt, “you 
should tind him so; but if you do not believe 
that he is guilty of this crime, or if you 
believe that he is excused from the com- 
mission of this act by the insanity that he 
Was under and that he was insane at the 
time that he committed this act, and to 
an extent to excuse him, you should find 
him not guilty. Now, in case you find him 
guilty, if you find him straight out guilty, 
without.more, the law requires that I, as 
the judge, should pronounce upon him the 
death penalty, but the law has given you 
the discretion, where you find a man guilty, 
to say whether he shall escape the death 


| penalty, whether it is @ proper case for his 


incarceration in the penitentiary for life. 
That is for you to determine and for no 
one else; and if you in your discretion be- 
lieve him to be guilty, but think that the 
law will be satisfied by his incarceration in 
the venitentiary for life, you say: ‘We, 
the jury, find the defendant guilty, and 
recommend his imprisonment in the pent- 
tentiary for life.’ If you do not believe he 
is guilty under the evidence and the law 
I have given you in charge as applicable to 
it, you will say: ‘We, the jury, find the 
defendant not guilty.’ 

“Retire, gentlemen, and make up your 
verdict.”’ : 

Waiting for the Verdict. 

As soon as the jury retired court took a 
recess, but the crowd was not diminished. 
Carr, the defendant; John Carr and Bailey 
were notin the courtroom during the 
judge’s charge. The jury had been out fifty- 
five minutes when there was a knock on the 
jury room door, and it was known that the 
jury was ready to return a verdict. Judge 
Clark was sent for at once and was at his 
desk in less than five minutes. He ordered 
the jury to come from the room. 

‘Have you made up your verdict, gentle- 
men?” asked Judge Clark. 

‘“‘We have;’’ said Foreman John D. Good- 
man, 

‘‘Receive the verdict, Mr. Anderson,’’ in- 
structed the judge. 

Judge Anderson took the indictment upon 
which the verdict had been written. 

Every delay was torture to the prisoners, 
and productive of nervousness on the part 
of the audience. 

‘We, the jury, find the defendant guilty. 
John D. Goodman, foreman.”’ 

At this there was a slight ripple of ap- 
plause, but order was quickly secured. 

“The name of the defendant, Alex Carr, 
had better be inserted,’’ suggested Judge 
Clark. — 

‘Shall the jury retire, your honor?’ asked 
Judge Anderson. 


kj “Not at all,’’ replied Judge Clark. The 


flame was inserted and the verdict again 
read aloud. The members of the jury were 
then polled by the clerk and all stated that 
the verdict was theirs. 

Judge Clark then discharged the jurors 
with thanks for their work. They were di- 
rected by Clerk Myers to come into his of- 
fice, where they would receive their pay for 
jury service. P 

What Caused the Delay. 

After the verdict was brought in there 
was much surmising as to what had caused 
the delay. It was rumored that one of the 
jurors had wanted to find Carr insane, but 
such was not the casé. 

“There was a lot of useless argument,’’said 
one of the jurors. “The vote stood eight to 
find him guilty, and four to find him guilty 
with a recommendation. It wasn’t very 
long before we got on the same line, how- 
ever. 

Carr May Still Escape the Rope. 

Carr’s attorneys have not stated as yet 
what they will do for their client. It is 
understood that a motion for a new trial 
will be made and that if this is refused the 
case will be taken to the supreme court. In 
case the supreme court should refuse to do 
otherwise than to affirm, there may be a 
special plea of insanity at the present time. 

This would have the effect of putting Carr 


in the asylum until he recovers.

FIVE CENT COTTON. 


Views, of a Cotton Expert on a Time- 
ee iy Tepic. — 

From The New York Tribune. 

Alfred B. Bhepperson, the editor of Cot- 
ton Facts and secretary of the subcommit- 
tee on cotton of the United States senate, 
is regarded as about as well posted on cot- 
ton as anybedy in the country, Mr, Shep- 
person had chafge of the government’s cot- 
ton exhibit in Chieago. Of the prevailing 
demoralization of cotton, he said: 

“There are very few men in the cotton 
trade who have seen cotton as low as it is 
today, for in this country it has not touched 
prices as low as at present since 1838, when 
middling upland cotton sold in New York 
for 5 cents a pound, while such low prices 
as now rule in Liverpool have never been 
known in that. market. In October, 1848, 
under the influence of political disturbances 
on the continent and financial panic in 
England, the price of middling upland cot- 
ton iw Liverpool was forced to 3% pence. 
That was the lowest quotation in the Liver- 
pool market yntil now, when the price is 
down to 8 7-32 pence. 

“The greatest previous depression in re- 
cent years was in the season of 1891-'92, 
when the commercial crop exceeded 9,000,000 
bales, and was the largest ever marketed. 
This immense crep succeeded one“ almost
